BONFIRE IS DISASTROUS 

Three Bams, Tfircc Horses, Garage and 

CxpensWe Machinery Consumed 

A disastrous fire that is- believed to 
have started from a bon-f^re Wednes- 
day afternoon destroying'. three large 
barns, an automobile garage, a large 
amount of machinery and three horsca 
The' damage is estimated at between 
$6,000 and $i000. 

The fire broke out on the farm oc- 
cupied by Harry Hall on the Libertyr 
ville road one mile south of Belvidere 
street The Hulls live'in Chicago, but 
spend their summers on this farm. 
Thev had. been there but two weeks this 
year. 

A large quantity of rubbish had been 
burned and it was supposed that this 
had burned out. Shortly after dinnec 
the family chanced to look out of the 
window and sAw the large barn was a 
mass of flames. The alarm was spread 
and in a short time the neighbors for 
an area of several miles began running 
to the place, carrying buckets. They 
formed a bucket , brigade and 
passed water along in an effort to ex- 
tinguish the blaze, but their efforts 
proved in vain for the fire gained with 
big bounds Mrs. Hall, with rare cour- 
age made her way Into the garage and 
backed the automobile out to a place of 
safety. A few minutes later the gar- 
age which adjoins the barn was also 
burning. 

So fiercely did the fire burn that It 
soon communicated to the barn of the 
Byron.Colby farm which adjoin?. Mr. 
Colby's son in-law, Mr. Thomas, runs 
this farm. This barn and an adjoining 
barn soon were on fire and burner so 
fiercely that It was impossible tore- 
move any of their cnntents. Much iex- 
pensive machinery and three valuable 
horses were burned.

The population of Lake County has 
increased ten per cent in two years ac- 
cording to F. B. Bumstead, directory 
published who recently completed a 
census of every city and hamlet In the 
county 

The population of Waukegan is 19,- 
381— jn 1909 the population of Wauke- 
gan was 18,765. 

Mr. Bumstead's 1913 director will 
list the name of every adult resident of 
the county. The directory will Ijst 8,- 
614 Waukegan names. Multiplying this 
number by 25, gives Waukegan a popu- 
lation of 19,381. 

The population of North Chicago Is 
given at 4,586 a gain of approximately 
2,000 since 1909. ' 

Similar increase In population is giv- 
en for every city and .village in the 
county. ' 

Of the 52;290 residents of Lake coun- 
ty, 7,200 are residents of rural districts.

Refuses to Discuss Story out Won't

Probably the most atrocious assault 
ever committed in the county took place 
near Libertyville on Sunday night. R. 
B. Swift who owns a large farm near 
Libertyville has offered a reward of 
$100 for the apprehension ot tUe man 
guilty of the attack. The name of the 
young woman who was the victim of 
the assault Is bemg kept a secret and 
the facts with regord to the affair 
would not have come out even now had 
it not been for the ofTering of the re- 
ward. 

R. B.. Swift when questioned about 
the affair was unusually reticent about 
giving out any of the details. His ex- 
traordinary secrecy would indicate that 
there la some truth to the report that 
it was a membfiCJlf Mr. Swift's, family 
who was the victim". Had it been mere- 
ly a young woman maid employed by 
the Swifts it is fell there would not be 
such a determined effort to keep the 
facta secret' Swift positively declined 
to 'discuss the details of the- case, but 
would not deny, that it was a member 
of his own family. 

He asserts that he returned to his 
farm from Chicago only Wednesday 
morning, and it was not until then that 
he learned of the assault. He made 
the offer of the reward through theXib- 
ertyvUle Independent, but would not 
dIscujB the matter further. 

We learned however, that the young 
woman In the case was returning to the 
Swift farm from Libertyville on Sun- 
day night when the assault took place. 
She had reached a rather seculded 
point in the road when suddenly a man 
leaped out and caught her by the throat, 
choking and beating her Into uncon- 
sciousness. 

It was some time later before the 
young woman regained consciousness 
and was able to drag herself" to the 
Swift farm, where she told her story. 
The same desire to avoid all publicity 
prevented the family from notifying 
the police of the matter. A physician 
was summoned and he found the young 
women in a rather serious condition. 

-The victim of the assault Is said to 
have caught a good look at her assailant 
and is able to identify him In case he is 
apprehended. The reward of $100 will 
cause a spirited search to be made for 
him. That the assault was made by 
some one living in the vicinity of Lib- 
bertyville is the belief of many. 

McDERMOTT SUC- .

Governor Edward Dunpe Wednesday

This dispatch comes as a bfg surprise, 
as it was not thought that a succosssor 
to Mr. Swayer would be named for 
some little time. Mr. Swayer appoint- 
ed for four years by ex-Governor Chas. 
Deneen and his term' of office does not 
expire until next December. Ordin- 
arily the appointment for Public Ad- 
ministrator does not come until Beio.r- 
ber. Mr. Swayer declared ho recieyed 
ho had intimation to the contary. 

Whether Swayer's resignation will bo 
asked for by Governor Dunne or wheth- 
er he will be allowed to serve out the 
rest of his term, is not known us yet 
and probably will not be known for*tt 
few days. Mr. Swayer who was ap- 
pointed under a Republican administra- 
tion says he did not expect to hold tho 
position under a Democratic regime. 
He has made a moat eflicient oflicial 
and has transacted the business of his 
ofUce in such a way that he has given 
general satisfrctlon.

The composition may 
be based on knowledge gained from 
books or other sources, but no quota- 
tions should be made. 

After many years experience in deal- 
ing with the public road siluatlon of 
the country, it is Mr, Page's belief 
that ignorance on the subject of repair 
and maintenance of roads is as much 
the cause of their bad condition as any 
other one factor. It.is expected that 
the competition will bring about a 
better undprstanding of the subject of 
repair and maintenance in the rural 
districts. 

Many children living in the rural dis- 
tricts have experienced the disadvan- 
tages of roads made Impassable through 
a lack of proper maintenance and it is 
expected that their interest in the com- 
petition will stimulate greater interest 
among the parents. Bad roads have 
prevented many children from obtain- 
ing a prcper education and have even 
prevented doctors from reaching the 
side of rural patients in time to save 
their lives. 

Any child between the ages mention- 
ed, attending a country school may com 
pete. Only one side of the paper must 
be written on; each page must be num- 
bered; the name, age and address of 
the writer, and the name and bcation 
of the school which he or she is attend- 
ing must be plainly written at the top 
of the first page. The announcement 
of the competition has been sent to the 
superintendents of schools in the rural 
districts;- No further information can 
be obtained from the Oflice Public 
Roads. This announcement should be 
plain to evervone, and all children will 
thus start on a basis of equality.

Canberra district of New South 
Wales, as tho slto of the city, was 
mado by tho commonwealth govern- 
ment In 1910, and the Invitation to 
architects embodying tho conditions of 
completion was Issued April 30, 191L 
To glvo an Idea of tho magnitude of 
tho task, It may bo stated that tho 
requlromonta for tho consideration of 
tho designers Included the allocation 
of. appropriate areas embracing sites 
not only for tho house of parliament, 
rosldonco of tho governor general and 
tho usual ministerial and admlnlstra- 
tlvo ofllces, but places of public wor- 
ship, mint, national art gallery and 
library, state house, printing otllce, 
government factories, university, tech- 
nical college, city hall, general post- 
office, museum, central railway sta- 
tion, railway marshaling yards, mili- 
tary barracks, criminal and police 
courts, Jail, hospital, national thea- 
ter, central power stotlon, gas works, 
markets, stadium, parks and gardens, 
etc. It waa a great work to design this 
model city, and Mr. Grlffln may well 
be congratulated on his success In 
winning the opportunity to glvo Washr 
Ington, D. C. a worthy alster In Can- 
berra, N. S. W. ' 

Why tho Australian government 
should havo decided to build tho cap- 
ital of tbo country In tho southeast 
corner Is not qulto clear, but tho slto 
Is certainly one that seems to Invite 
B "city beautiful." Tho lay of tho 
land, combining easy gradients with 
prominent hills of moderate height, 
will lend Itself easily to tho produc- 
tion of fine architectural and land- 
scape effects. Canberra Is just east 
of tho Wagga Wagga district, and 
about 40 miles from tbo town of Yass. 
on the main line of tho railroad be- 
tween Sydney and Melbourne, and It 
is about 150 miles from Jorvls bay, 
with which It Is to bo connocted by 
B, new railroad^ Tho toinporary Aus- 
trian Military school Ifl the only 
building yet on tbo slto. excepting a

It seems to be tho 
rule for uarmony in nations essentially 
federations that compromise between 
sections shall dictate tho choice of a

PoruTlana, and among them a 
Peruvian judge, who paased through 
Now York recently, and who had In- 
vestigated tho charges, answered 
that English traders wore directly 
responsible for the Putumayo atroci- 
ties and that Peru, with Us popula- 
tion of four millions, scattered over 
700,000 8(juaro miles, cannot very 
well make the Junglo as safe or safer 
than tho neighborhood of the Metro* 
pole hotel, Bays tho New York 
Tribune. 

One man arrived In Now York tho 
other day who has traveled tho 
length and breadth of the Putumayo, 
and who. In the present controversy, 
has the good advantage of being 
neither n Peruvian nor an Kngllsh- 
man. His testimony, therefore. Is 
likely to be moro Impartial than that 
of Sir Roger Casoment or of Judgo 
Romulo Pnredes. 

Gebrg von Haasel Is German, as 
his name Indicates, a civil englnoer 
by profcBslon, explorer, geographer 
and anthropologist by taste. Ho has 
directed In the course of ten years 
nine different e.xpedltlonB to survey 
fbe northern regions of Peru, and has 
publlBhod four maps (the only ones 
In existence) of four different sections 
of tho Putumayo. Finally, he has In- 
troduced In the rubber regions an au- 
tomatic rubber tapping machine 
which will In tho near future enable 
tho Indians to return undisturbed to 
their primeval Idlonoss. 

"There Is no doubt," Herr von Has- 
Bel said, "that thn Putumayo natives 
have been handled very brutally on 
several occasions. Many have been 
killed, although tho figures mentioned 
by muckrakors are ridiculously exag- 
gerated. It hna been stated that 
Bome 25,000 Putumayo Indians havo 
hcen murdered In the course of the 
last ten yonl-s. The truth 1b that 
there are not .lpO;000 wild Indiana In 
the' whole republic of Peru. In tho 
Pi^umayo proper, which 1b tho moat 
Inhabltablel part of tho country, be-' 
lug right qnder tho equator. I don't 
think them are more than 3,000 abor- 
igines.

"Another ghastly thing which you 
ceo now^ and then Is a ladlo whose 
handle is made up of a dried' human 
arm. Thin does not mean that the 
Indians aro especially cruel and mur- 
derous. Tho white man has Httle to 
fear from them, provided ho finds out 
all about a tribe's habits and cus- 
toms before venturing Into an Indian 
settlement. If you see three round 
stones nt tho entrance to a hut It 
means: 'Keep out, tho master Is out: 
there are only women and children 
within/ 

"Disregard the warning. lot tho 
chief find you In his hut and soon 
after your head, conveniently shrunk, 
may adorn tho door of his tent 
""Throe sticks laid on one another 
at a certain angle In front of the hut 
means: 'Bvorybody out.' Again death 
would be the penalty for trespasBlng. 
Shoot somo of tho Indians' domestic 
animals ariB a little polBonod arrow 
will soon dispatch you Into eternity 
It 1b the lay of tbe forest, and muqh 
as we may object to such a code of 
laws. It must be confessed that the 
Indiana are very law-abiding people. 

"A rubber tree bj^aring the brand 
of one tapper la never tampered with 
by another tapper. Masses of coagu- 
lated rubber may be left In the forest 
unprotected. Tho owner's mark 
stamped upon each piece Is enough 
to keep thieves away. 

"Whllo forest Indians are not like- 
ly to moleat a white man who ob- 
serves all tho rules of tho Junglo 
code, they seem to abhor the sight 
of a black man. Many of the dlfflcul- 
lies which aroao In the Putumayo be- 
tween Indians and rubber traders and 
led to acts of brutality on the part 
of the latter were duo to tho fact 
that the English-Amazon company 
employed Barbados negroes as fore- 
men. The Indiana called them 
•Talfo' or dovlla, and only worked 
under them when compelled by sheer 
violence. ' • 

"The Hultoto tribe, from which 
moBt -of the rubber tappers are re- 
cruited, pr.eBent8 curious characteris- 
tics. Aa many as d hundred families 
live in common under a atrange-look- 
Ing edifice called tombo. or tolpa. It 
Is a sort, of a cross between a hut 
and a tent, rising to a, height o( 40 
or BO feet Jungle creepers are 
Btretched upon a light conical timber 
frame, and then the whole thing is 
covered up with' bamboo. Prom a dis- 
tance It gives tho Impression of a 
traveling circus tent l£ haa no win- 
dows, and the doors are so low that 
one has to stoop couBlderable to pene- 
trate Into the tolpa. Around tho cir- 
cular Bpaco covered by the tolpa are 
separate groups of hammocks for tho 
various families. Every family haa 
its fire, on which a large kettle Is 
kept simmering contlnuouBly. It con- 
tains a sort of meat stew which 
never aeems to become exhausted, for, 
after every meal the women refill the 
kettle with fresh meat and aoason- 
Ing, without ever emptying It ,Over 
the fire hang pieces of flsh or yonlson 
"which are being cured by smoko. ^ 

"The HuItotoB have no deflrilto 
form' of worship. They bollevo In 
the exlstonco of a auporlor bolng call- 
ed Uslnamu ond of a lower element 
called- Taife. They admit a future oi-

latenco and manifest a certain rty 
apect to noma, the sun, and Fuel, the 
moon. They, generally bury their 
dead In their own tent wrapped up in 
'. a now hammock, which contains nil 
tho weapons and utensllB thoy used 
In tho course of their lives. 

"Tho young Indian who wlehea to 
bo married goes to the lent where his 
beloved lived, cuts some wood for his 
future father-lu-law and presents tho 
cacique with a certain quantity of 
cocoa and tobacco. Some fourteen 
days' afterward the young woman Is 
allowed to follow her husbUnd to hin 
tolpa. This Is the occaHlon (or very 
• picturesque foBtlvItlcs, parades and 
dances ai which Hultoto belles dis- 
play their talent In Bkln painting. All 
tho time is heard tho booming sound., 
of tho mangare calling from every 
hill. . 

"Tho mangare Ib a curious Inatni- 
ment, a sort of wireless of tho Junglo. 
which Is used not only to express a 
tribe's rejoicing, but to communicate 
tho cacique's orders to tho men at 
work In the forest It Is a sort of 
drum made by hollowing out two tree 
trunks of slightly different size; By 
striking tho surface with a mallet 
two dl^orent notes are produced, and 
the various combinations of those two 
sounds permit the transmlBSlon of 
code signals very similar to the signs 
In the Morse alphabet As the tents 
are generally built on top of high 
hlllB tho nound of the mangare car- 
ries to a distance of from ten to fif- 
teen miles. 

"Certain travelers havo fitated that 
tho Hultoto Indians, especially those 
of tho Nonuya tribe, are anthropopha- 
gous. In the course of ten years I 
ttavo never observed a single case of 
cannibalism nor heard ono mention- 
ed by any reliable witness. 

Ab I said before, forest Indians 
are absolutely harmless as long as 
travelers respect the law of the vari- 
ous tribes. When forced to work be- 
yond a certain limit or in unfavorable 
weather, they may revolt, ns they did 
In 1903. and drive their persecutors 
out, of the forest For that matter, 
they simply acted as perfectly civiliz- 
ed working men would act under slm- 
Jlar circumstances. 

"Indians have no sense of value and 
no desire to earn money. They buV 
supplies at any price, paying for 
thom with large quantities of rubber, 
and seem to have no Idea of profit. It 
Is, rather dlfllcult to demand steady 
labor' from such a type of humanity. 
Traders have therefore tried to em- 
ploy Chinese and Japanese laborers 
and also African negroes at gathering 
rubber. No other race, however, can 
stand life In tho tropical Jungle. The 
slightest exertion, even for those for- 
tunate enough to escape tho Jungle 
fever, means a gradual weakening of 
the organism .and death. 

VTho tapping of rubber trees la 
arduous 'work,, and the fitting out of 
nibber tapping expeditions Is a cost- 
ly enterprise. -With tho present meth- 
ods of. work, rubber trees can only ba 
tapped six months a year, from' Octo- 
ber to December and from April lo 
June. During January. February and 
March contlnuouB tropical ralna cause 
all the rivers to overfiow and tho for- 
est becomes an uncharted swamp. All 
work must eoase, human beings aiid 
animals alike must take refuge on 
the bills; 

"In July. August and September tho 
rubber trees shed their loaves and r*»- 
lapse" Into their annual slumber. They 
hardly give »ny latex or milk at that 
time, and the 'slightest wound on tho4r 
trunk Is likely to kill them. During 
that period, however, rubber treen 
coin be more easily dlfltlngulBhed\from 
tho, tropical growth which sometimes 
hides them entirely from view, and 
tho Indians roam the forest locating 
now gomalea. They make Blow prog- 
reaa. for as soon as they leave the 
river bank they must travel on foot, 
carrying on their back provisions for 
several montha. As soon as they 
have located a tree they cut down the 
underbrush around It with their ma« 
chete c^nd make a notch of a special 
design on, Its bark. The tree thus 
becomes t^e absolute and undisputed 
property of tho cauchero who flnda 
It" .

'tho benches on tho right* and tho 
'benches on tho left' I don't know 
what kind of benches Cooper and Len- 
root and thom Hepubllcan Insurgents 
will bo.

One IB surprised to find that In the

*°The king of England caused th«r 
revoluUon because he taxed the Amer- 
icana so heavily. The king, in tbe 
student's mind, laid the tax and acted 
In a most outrageous fashion In gen- 
eral. Such a body as the English 
parliament or the English theory ol 
representation appear to have made 
no mental impression upon him. 

A royal colony was alwayb tyran- 
nically governed, and was much 
-worse than a charter or Prpprlctary 
,ov4smment. the word "royal" evident- 
ly striking the democraUc mind as 
fundamentally -wrong. 

Poetic Justice Is also ever present 
as to the ulUmate end of certain nrta- 
hle personages. Benedict Arnold and 
Aaron Burr always spend their last 
days In deepest poverty and remorse, 
while Columbus atUl perslsU In dying] 
In prison and In chains. Jefferson la 
a pecullariy fortunate charaoter, for 
the average pupil Insista that he orlg- 
Inated democracy and solemnly stalea 
that we owe our government by the 
people to the Sage of Monti cello. Ho 
also wrote the constitution. This 
rather irritating falsehood Is strangely 
common.-Hlstory Teachera* Magar 
Klne.

"Another ghaatly thing which you 
SCO now and then la a ladlo whoso 
handle ta made up ot a dried human 
arm. This does not mean that the 
Indians are especially cruel and mur- 
derous. The white man has Ilttlo to 
fear from them, provided ho finds out 
nil about a trlbo'a habits and cus- 
toms beforo venturing Into an Indian 
Boltlcment. \l you see three round 
stones at tho entrance to a hut It 
means: 'Keep out, the master Is out; 
there are only women and children 
within/ • 

"Disregard tho warning, lot tho 
chief find you In his but and soon 
after your head, conveniently shrunk, 
may adorn tho door of hla tent. 
""Three sticks laid on one another 
at a certain angle in front of the hut 
means: 'Everybody out.' Again death 
would bo the penalty for trespassing. 
Shoot somo of the Indians' domestic 
animals oml a little poisoned arrow 
will soon dispatch you Into eternity 
It is the lay of, the forest, and much 
as we may object to such a code of 
laws, It must bo confessed that tho 
Indians are very law-abiding people. 

"A rubber tree bearing tho brand 
of ono tapper Is never tampered with 
by another tapper. Masses of coagu- 
lated rubber may be left in the forest 
unprotected. Tho owner's mark, 
atamped upon each piece Is enough 
to keop thieves away. 

"While forest Indians are not like- 
ly to molest a whito man who ob- 
serves all the rules of the Jungle 
code, they seem to abhor the sight 
of a black man. Many of the difficul- 
ties which arose in the Putumayo be- 
tween Indians and rubber traders and 
led to acta of brutality on. the part 
of tho latter wero duo to tho fact 
that the English- Amazon company 
employed Barbados negroes as foro* 
men. Tho Indians . called them 
*Taife' or devils, and only worked 
under them when compelled by sheer 
violence, 

"Tho Hultoto tribe, from which 
most of tho, rubber tappers are re- 
cruited, presents curious characterla- 
tlcB. Ab many as a hundred families 
live In common under a etrange-look- 
Ing edifii^o called tombo, or tolpa. It 
is a sort of a cross between a hut 
and a toitt, rising to a height of 40 
or BO feet Jungle creepers are 
stretched upon a light conical timber 
frame, and then tho whole thing Is 
covered up with bamboo. Prom a dis- 
tance It gives the Impreselon of. a 
traveling circus tent. It has no win- 
dows, and the doors are so low that 
one haB to stoop considerable to pene- 
trate Into the tolpa. Around the cir- 
cular apace covered by tho tolpa aro 
separate groups of hammocks for the 
various faraUleB. Every family has 
Us -fire, on which a large kettle Is 
kept simmering continuously. It con- 
tains a sort of meat stew which 
never eeems to become exhausted, for. 
after every meal the women refill tho 
kettle with, freeh meat and season- 
Ine. without over emptying It Over 
tho fire hang pieces of fish or venlBon 
which are being cured by smoke. 

"The HuitotoB have no deflnlto 
form of worship. They believe* In 
the existence of a superior being call- 
ed Uslnamii and of a lower olomont 
called Talfei. Thoy admit a future ex- 



latence and nianlfcBt a certain 
Bpoct to Itoma, the sun. and Fuel, the 
moon, they generally bury their 
dead In their own tent wrapped up In 
a now hammock, which contains all 
the weapons and utensils they used 
In tho course of their lives. 

"The young Indian who' wishes to 
bo married goes to tho lent where hla 
beloved lived, cuta some wood for his 
future father-ln-Iaw and proflents the 
cacique with a cerUln quantity of 
cocoa and tobacco. Some fourteen 
days afterward tho young woman la 
allowed to follow her husband to bin 
tolpa. This Is tho occasion for very 
plcturcBquo festivities, parades and 
dances at which Hultoto belles dla- 
play their talent In skin painting. All 
tho time is heard the booming sound 
of tho mangaro calling from every 

hill. . . 

*?The mangaro Is a cprlous Instrti- 
ment a sort of wireless of tho Jungle, 
which la used not only to express a 
tribe's rejoicing, but to communicate 
the cadque'a orders to the mon at 
work In the forest It Is a sort of 
drum made by hollowing out two treo 
trunks ot slightly different size. By 
Btriklng tho surface with A mallet 
two different notes are produced, and 
the various comblnatlone of those two 
sounds permit the tranamlBslon of 
code signals very similar to the signs 
In tho Morse alphabet. As tho tents 
are generally built on top of high 
hlllB tho BOund of the mangaro car- 
ries to a distance of from ten to fif- 
teen miles. 

"Certain travelers have stated that 
tho Hultoto Indians, especially those 
of the Nonuya trlbo, are anthropopha- 
gous. In the course of ten yepra T 
have never observed a single case of 
cannibalism nor heard one mention- 
ed by any reliable witness. 

As I said before, forest Indiana 
are absolutely harmlosa as long na 
travelers respect the law of tho vari- 
ous tribes. When forced to work be- 
yond a certain limit or in unfavorablo 
weather, they may revolt, as they did 
In 1903, and drive their persecutors 
out of the forest For that matter, 
they simply acted as perfectly civiliz- 
ed working men would act under sim- 
ilar circumatances. 

"Indians have no sense of value and 
no desire to earn money. They buy. 
supplies at any price, paying for. 
thom with largo quantities of rubber, 
and seem to have no Idea of profit It 
is rather difficult to demand steady 
labor from Buch a type of humanity. 
Traders have therefore tried to em- 
ploy Chinese and Japanese laborers 
and also African negroes at gathering 
rubber. No other race, however, can 
stand life In tho tropical Jungle. The 
slightest exertion, even for those for- 
tunate enough to escape tho Junglo 
fever, means a gradual w*oakening of 
the organism and death. 

"Tho tapping of rubber trees Is 
arduous work, and tho fitting out ot 
nibber tapping expeditions Is a cost- 
ly enterprise. With the present moth- 
"oda of work, rubber trees can' only be 
tapped .six months a year, from Octo- 
ber to December and from April to 
June. During January, February and 
March continuous tropical rains cause 
all tho rivers to overflow and the for- 
est becomes an uncharted swamp. All 
work must eeaso,' human beings and 
anlmala alike must take refuge on 
tho hllla. 

"In July, August and September tho 
rubber trees shed their leaves and tp- 
lapso into their annual slumber. They 
hardly give sny latox or milk at that 
time, and the slightest wound on their 
trunk iB likely to kill them. During 
that period, however, rubber treea 
can be more easily distinguished from 
the tropical growth which sometimes 
hides them entirely from view, and 
the Indians roam the forest locating 
new gomales. They make slow prog' 
reSB, for as soon as they leave the 
river bank thoy must travel on foot, 
carrying on their back provlslona for 
several months. As soon aa thoy 
have located a tree they cut down tho 
underbrush around It with their ma- 
chete and make a notch of a special 
doBign on Its bark. The tree thus 
becomes the absolute and undisputed 
property of the cauchero who finds 
It-

PETRiFlED FALLS IN^ALGERIA 

\ Remarkable Mineral Formation Which 
Puzzles Scientists Called "The 
Bath of the Damned." 

With all the beauty of a cataract ct 
living water, there Is In Algeria a re- 
markable petrified waterfall which re- 
cently has been engaging the attention 
of scleatlata. 

This la the Hammam-Meskhutln. 
which means "The Bath of the 
Damned." and le located G2 miles from 
Conatantlne, on the alto of the ancient 
town of Cirta. This solidified cascade 
1b the production of calcareous de 
poflltfi from sulphurous and ferrugin- 
ous mineral BprlngB. Issuing from the 
depths of the earth at a temperature 
of 95 degrees Centigrade. 

"The Path of the Damned," even from 
a nenr viewpoint, looks for all the 
world like a grent wall of water dash- 
ing Into a swirling pool at Its foot, yet 
Its gleaming, graceful curves and the 
app&rently swirling eddlea at Its base 
are as fixed and immovable as If 
carved from the face of & granite 
cliff. . 

Many centuries have, of course, gone 
to the making of the depOBlts, and the 
springs were well known to the an- 
cient Romans. The name Hamraam* 
Meskhutln was given to the atone 
cataract In an allusion to a legend 
that tho waterfall waa petrlfled by 
Allah, punishing tho Impiety of unbo* 
llevers by turning all the members of 
a tribe Into stone. At night, bo the 
story runs. Its stone dwellers of the 
remote past are freed from their 
strange fetters, come to Ufo and re- 
sume their normal shapes.

HOW TO ASSIST THE MEADOW, 

Hay yield depends on: 

(1) Dralna^o of soil. 

(2) Organic matter In soil. 

(3) Mixture of grass and clover 
growing. 

, (4) Freedom from weeds, 
(5) Fertility In soil. 
Meadow mixtures: 

\. — 10 pounds common red clover, 
6 pounds alslke. 7 pounds timotby, 22 
pounds mixture p«r aero. 

IL — 8 pounds common red clover, i 
pounds alBlke, S ponnds timothy, 3 
pounds tall oat grass, 2 pounds 
meadow fescus, 22 pounds mixture per 
acre. 

III. — 20 pounds alfalfa seed per 
acre. 

Methods of Improvement: 

L — Drain : (a) open all surface 
drains; (b) see that tile drains are 
working; (c) open sufllclent new 
drains by ditcher, plow, spade or dyna- 
mite. 

n. — Increase organic matter In soil: 
(a) by plowing, in second crop, and 
by applying liberal amounts of barn 
manure. 

in. — Control the growth of weeds: 
(a) bring land Into cultivation once 
In four, five or six years; (b) by cut- 
ting and burning perennial weeds at 
flowering time, before seed has set; 
(c) by spraying with Iron sulphate 
such plants as dandelion, thistle, 
broad leaved plantain, burdock, mus- 
tard, etc.. using a 20 per cent solu- 
tion, while tho plants are young. 

IV.— Increase the ferUUty: (a) by 
bringing land Into tillage once In 
three, four, flre or six years. Con- 
/ildcrable fertility applied to the crops 
grown on this land will remain for 
the hay crop; (b) apply a suitable 
fertilizer as soon as the grass has 
started growth. Such a fertlllcer Is 
200 to 300 pounds of a fertilizer car- 
rying about 4 per cent nitrogen. 6 
per cent phosphoric add and 2 per 
cent potash. Since the grass and 
clover are cut before the flowers set 
seed, the nitrogen of the fertilizer 
should be fairly rapidly available, giv- 
ing the grass sturdy, rapid growth; 
the phosphoric acid Is not called upon 
to any great extent, since no seed Is 
harvested: but the potash Is useful 
for tho growing plant 





THE IMPORTANCE OF MATURITY. 

"She's the first calf; guess we'll 
not raise her." .--Who has not heard a 
dairyman say thlsf Now. why this 
aversion to the "first calf?" It Is be- 
cause the young mother was not suffi- 
ciently mature to transmit a strong, 
vigorous constitution to- her otlBpring. 
Horsemen know that they get the 
healthiest and most vigorous colts 
from full grown, well matured mares. 

Now, this question of maturity Is 
Just as Important to plant life as It Is 
to animal. The strongest and most 
vigorous corn plant comes from the 
kernel of corn that was fully filled 
and ripened when the ear was picked. 
Wheat oats and other grains of best 
vitality always come from tbe^aln 
that has been fully matured when out. 

Ontario Agricultural Experiment 
Station has been conducting experi- 
ments relative to date of cutting ,or 
maturity of winter wheat for several 
years, and reports that seed from 
well matured grain, produce a greater 
yield of both grain and straw, and a 
heavier weight per bushel of grain 
than seed from Immature grain. 

The seed Is the tiny Infant plant 
with its first food wrapped about It 
If that first food Is «bort In quantity, 
the plant must of necessity suffer. 

The dangers of Immaturity are 
many. Immature com causes serious 
trouble when harvested and shipped. 
If frost strikes Immature grain ' of 
any kind. It seriously destroys the life 
of the grain. *' 

Now, how Is the farmer to guard 
agafnst this ImmaturltyT First by 
growing a variety of com and other 
crops that will mature within ' the 
growing seaeon at his disposal. There 
is no sense In bringing southern corn 
up to the northern part of the corn 
belt and expect It to mature. Of 
courso. the southern counties can 
grow longer, larger ears of corn than 
the northern counties. They have 200 
to 260 days of a growing season, while 
many northern counties have little 
more til an 150 growing days free of 
frost .,_ '■'■'■ 

Second, see' that the element /of 
plant food that effects the maturity 
of the com Is In sufllcleht abundance 
In the soil. You can't got good horse 
spirit out'Of corn, or- wheat or rye. 
The horse must have oats. They con- 
tain the vital essential element of 
"ginger." Just po decs phosphoric 
acid for the corn, wheat oats, etc. 

As sure as night follows day, there 
were thousands of bushels of liflma- 
ture'cora In the com belt last winter 
for no other reason than that the 
available phosphoric acid of the soil 
Was Inaufllclent to the needs of th* 
plant 

The balance of plant food must b«. 
kept up If high yloldlng crops of lu* 
perior oyalUf aro to b« produced, ^i 



How has yoUr winter wheat weatb- 

ered the winter? poos It look stronc 

jand vigorous, or is' It weak and thin? 

For a large amount of tho winter 
! whfist planted last fall, the ground 
was well prepared; plump, vital seed 
was used, and for the young plant tn 
many Instances, available planlfood 
was supplied. 

However, some of. the wheat was 
planted late. In some sections It, has 
had very little covering of snow. Tho 
weather has boon fairly favorable, but 
fields upon which water stood for any 
length of time and Ice formed, are In 
bad condition. Some of the wheat 
was plrfnted so late that It did not 
make sufficient growth before winter 
bet In. 

Now, thin weak wheat can be helped 
by Immodlato action as soon as spring 
opens. 

The Crop Needs Moisture. 
The farmer knows that tho wheat 
plant requires heat, air, moisture and 
available plantfood In order to live 
and make satisfactory growth. The 
lack of any onp of' these essentials 
means death to tho crop. As the 
warm sun of spring beats upon the 
hardened wheat fields. It causes the 
evaporation of hundreds of barrels of 
water per day from a BO-acre field, 
because tho water connection between 
the surface soil and tho water supply 
below Is complete. Now, to stop this 
great evaporation, and to allow air to 
enter Into the soil spaces, the farmer 
must act quickly If he Is to save his 
crop. 

Tlllaoe That Will Help. 
He should roll his wheat field as 
soon as It will bear a team upon It 
and follow tbis rolling Immediately 
with a light harrowing. If ho has a 
"weeder" ho can accomplish a great 
deal of good by going over the wheat 
crop with this tool. If be has bar- 
rows with adjustable teeth, he should 
throw these teeth back at an angle of 
45 degrees and harrow the field, going 
back and forward over the field paral- 
lel with the wheat rows. This hai^ 
rowing will not stir the surface deep 
enough to Injure the wheat roots, but 
will help the soil conditions greatly 
by preparing a surface mulch. This 
surface mulch will break up the water 
connection In the soil .and effectively 
prevent an Injurious amount of evap- 
oration. Always follow rolling with a 
light harrowing. 

PIsntfood That Will Give Strength. 

The tiny weak plant needs special 
nourishment It should have an abund- 
ance of readily available, plant food of 
the right kind to give It a vigorous 
start and maintain It In vigorous 
growth. Such a help can be supplied 
by broadcasting 100 to 300 pounds per 
acre of a fertilizer analysing about 3 
per cent to G per cent ammonia; 6 
to 8 per cmt phosphoric acid, and 2 
to 5 per cent potash. This should be 
broadcasted or distributed on the 
wheat through the fertilizer attach- 
ment of the wheat drill. 

If the wheat drill Is used, of course 
the disks will be left suspended so 
that they will not cut the young wbeat 
plant This fertilizer should be put 
on the wheat Just before It Is rolled. 
The harrowing will work It Into tho 
soil. 

Help for Grass and Clover Seeding* 
If grass and clover seed Is sown 
upon the wheat field In early spring 
practice of this early cultivation will 
bury the seed sufficiently deep tc In- 
sure good germination. The addition 
of available plantfood In the forma 
mentioned will greatly Increase the 
chances of a successful "catch" of 
grass

Do they need attention 
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HOW TO GET LARGER. BETTER 
CROPS. 

1. Establish a syBtem of cropping. 

2. Drain tho fields. The seed needs 
air to germinate. The tiny life in the 
soil — or soil bacteria — must have air. 

3. Keep up the vegetable matter lu 
the soil. This organic matter, or 
humuB, keeps the soil dry. and acts 
like a sponge In holding water. 

4. Plow deep In the fall. • Winter 
frosts break dowTi'the rough soil, and 
make Its plantfood available. 

&. Prepare a good seedbed by care- 
ful cultivation and fertilization. Store 
up the barn' manure 'and use It wisely 
In spring. 

6. Seek out the best varieties, and 
beat strains of varieties for seed. 
Plant them correctly at the right time 
and cultivate sufficiently. 

7. Add a suitable fertilizer for the 
crop that is to be grown. A fertilizer 
supplies nitrogen, phosphoric acid and 
potash. Nitrogen aids growth, potash 
gives stiffness to straw, phosphoric 
acid helps fill and ripens the grain or 
Becd. 

. Hay crops require a large amount 
of nitrogen, a small amount of phos- 
phoric acid and a medium amount of 
potash. 

Grain crops require a medium 
amount of nitrogen, a large amount 
of phosphoric acid and somo potash. 

Iloot crops require a heavy supply 
ot nitrogen and potash and a moder- 
ate amount of phosphoric acid. 

For hay. 200 to 400 pounds per 
acre of a fertilizer analyzing about 4 
per cent, nitrogen, 6 per cent, phos- 
phoric acid, 2 per cent, potaeh. . 

For grain, SOO to 400 pounds per 
acfe of a fertilizer analyzing about 2 
per cent nitrogen, S per cenL phos- 
phoric acid, 2 per cent, potash. 

For roots, 600 to 800 pounds per 
acre- of a fertilizer analyzing about 4 
per cent nitrogen, 6 per cent, phoa- 
phortc B;cld, 8 per cent potash. 

To get the' best resulte from fortll- 
Uen: (1) Drain the land; (t) pre- 
iwre a good seed bed; (8) spread th« 
ferUlIzer evenly; (4) use a liberal 
amount; (6) get a t«rtUlz«r iult«d to 
your crop,
